Jury Dismissed in the Weraer-Almack Dam- 


age Case—Mew Trial. 


The 85,000 damace suit of Jacob 
Werner against D. E. Altuack has oc- 
cupied the attention of common pleas 
court for several days. 


C-n.the evening of February 1, 1900 
Mr. Werner fell into the cellarway 
when tbe Almack building was in 
course of construction, lie claimed it 
was due to carelessness on the part of 
property owners and brought suit 
against Alniack asking dauiaees in 
the sum of f "..000. 


More than 20 witnesses were sum- 
moned and the case has attracted COB 
siderable attention. 
Capt. E. W 


Jame^ and Solicitor Jos. L. McDowell 
were attorneys for the plaintiff and 
Captain J. M. CVmpton and Hon. J. 
Atiams for the defendant. 


The jury was charged at 2 o'clock 
Thursday afternoon. 
At 10 o'clock 
Thursday night tbeystood 11 to 1 ia 
favor of the plaintiff but with the 
amount of damages greatly below the 
amount asked. 
The jury was out all 
night and at 10 o'clock Friday morn- 
ing they stood exactly as they did 
twelve hours before. 
They found it 
was impossible to agree and so report- 
ed to Judge Ma.xweIl.AIex Graham, of 
Pike township, one of the jurvmea, is 
said to have been the one who hunir 
the jury. The jury was discharged 
and the case will be tried again at the 
next term of court, unless, as it is 
generally believed, the parties wili 
come to an agreement among them- 
sel ves. 


No further business was transacted 
by the court. Judge Maxwell leaving 
for his home at Millersburg. The jury 
will report at nine o'clock Monday 
morning to begin on the Leighninger 
case which will possibly last most of 
next week.
